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PROCEEDINGS 


Of the Twentieth Annval Session of the Lanes Creek Union 
Missionary Baptist Association, Held with the Flag 
Branch Baptist Church, Seven Miles Bast 
of Monroe, Union County, State of 
N. C., on Thursday Morning, 

October 24, 1912. 


Promptly at 10:30 A. M. the Moderator, Rev. 8. W. 
Waddelle, called the Association to order, Rev. A. Redfearn 
entered the pulpit with Rev. J. B. Bogan, selecting for 
choice No. 449 C. M., Rev. Redfearn read the Scripture 
lesson from Ist to 18th verses of the 3rd chapter of St. 
John. Rev. W. S. Springs led in prayer. Second hymn, 
No. 334 C. M. was sung. Rev. A. Redfearn arose for the 
Introductory Sermon. He entertained the congregation 
with a very rich subject, his text being the 16th verse of 
the chapter read, ‘‘For God so loved the world that He 
gave his only begotten son, that whosoever beheveth in 
Him should not perish, but have everlasting life.’’ 

Rev. J. B. Bogan closed with a few remarks and intro- 
duced for choice 411 L. M. Bro. W. M. Waddelle offered 
prayer, and aiter which a puble collection was raised, the 
amount being $1.55. Rev. Redfearn announced the ben- 
ediction. 


THURSDAY. 
Afternoon Session. 


At 1:30 Bro. L. A. Alexander and Rev. D. R. Thomas 
took charge of the opening exercises. Bro. Alexander sug- 
gested that the meeting be one of prayer and songs, so he 
led in singing 503 C. M., and Rev. D. R. Thomas read for 
the evening’s lesson from Ist to 10th verse of the 2nd chap- 
ter of the Acts. Rev. 8S. W. Waddelle offered prayer and 
the meeting closed with fine spirits and Christian animation, 
and the house was settled for business. 

First, Welcome Address by Rev. G. 8. Horn, pastor in 
charge of the church, and also Rey. D. R. Thomas, a member 
of this church, took part in giving the Weleome Address. 

Rev. E. C. Crowder gave the Welcome Reception. At 
the Cross was sung by the choir.

Hours of services open at 9:00 A. M. and elose at 4:00 
P. M., and concluding a public collection of 55c., Rey. R. C. 
McVay announced the benediction. 


THURSDAY. 


Night Session. 
At 8:00 P. M. Rev A. Redfearn, accompanied by Rev. 
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L. W. Wolfe, singing to the praises of God 267 C. M. Rev. 
Redfearn read Seripture lesson Ist to 8th verses of the 5th 
chapter of St. Matthew. Bro. J. A. Sanders led in prayer. 
Rev. Redfearn again, ‘‘Throw out the life line,’’ ‘‘A charge 
to keep I have,’’ were sung, and the meeting closed with 
warm feelings, devoted to God, and at 8:30 P. M. Rev. W.S. 
Springs ascended the rostrum with Rev. G. W. Barrino, 
selecting No. 346 S. M. and after which Rey. Springs arose 
for the sermon in which he preached an able one from the 
5th chapter according to St. Mark, latter clause 30th verse, 
““‘Who touched my elothes?’’ Rev. Barrino closed by sing- 
ing No. 397 S. M. Bro. J. D. Massey led in prayer, and when 
the Association had rendered music a public collection was 
taken up the amount being $1.00, and the benediction an- 
nounced by Rev. R. C. MeVay. 


FRIDAY. 
Morning Session. 


At 9:00 A. M. Rev. P. H. Bailey engaged in the praise 
services by singing 447 C. M. and read a part of the 5th 
chapter of the Acts. Rev. A. Redfearn invoked God’s 
blessings upon the works and workers of the Association. 
Second hymn No. 284 C. M. 

The meeting was then thrown. open. Those who took 
an active part were Bro. A. Medlin, Bro. Thos. Williams, 
Bro. P .R. Sowell. Then the meeting closed with a great 
revival. 

The Moderator took his chair and ealled the house to 
order for business. First business being the approval of 
yesterday’s proceedings.

Fourth. On motion of Rev. J. D. Masey that the Reso- 
lution Committee act upon both the Resolution and the Con- 
stitution; carried. 

Fifth. The Committee on Devotion was asked to make 
their report, and when submitted through its chairman it 
was received. 

Sixth. The Moderator asked whether or not there be 
any visiting brethren or corresponding messengers present? 
When Rev. J. D. Massey introduced Rev. W. S. Springs, of 
Gold Hill Association, and Rev. J. H. Witherspoon, of Yad- 
kin Association, and when the Moderator was informed of 
the brethren they were asked to come forward and they 
received a hand of weleome and they were permitted to 
voice their sentiments and they made some goodly remarks. 
‘*At the Cross’’ was on the tongues and the brethren were 
invited t otake seats and to feel themselves at home. 

Seventh. On motion that the Association take a recess 
of 10 minutes, and after which the Convention reassembled 
for the 11 o’clock sermon, which was preached by Rev. J. 
B. Blakeney from the 14th chapter of St. John, 8th verse. 

Bro. R. B. MeChnethan closed by singing 417 C. M... Rev. 
B. J. Blackmen led in prayer. Closing hymn was sung, 
‘*Waiting and watching for me,’’ including a public collee- 
tion of $2.25. Rev. B. J. Blackmon announced the benedic- 
tion.

Afternoon Session. 


The congregation was called together at 1:30 P. M. Bro. 
S. R. Rodgers intered the altar for praise service. Bro. 
Peter Griffin assisting by singing No. 492 C. M. Bro. S. R. 
Rogers read Seripture lesson from 3rd to 10th verses of the 
dth chapter of St. Matthew. Prayers were sent up for the 
wicked and dark places where the pupils know not God. 
Those who took part were Revs. BH. C. Crowder, L. W. 
Wolfe and Bro. Isaiah Laney. The meeting was closed with 
a downpcur of spiritual blessings. 

Rev. 8S. W. Waddelle, the Moderator, took his seat and 
called the house to order for business. 
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First business. Representing their churches and their 
letters were read, the names of delegates were carried to 
the roll, the following: Liberty Hill, Antioch, Bell Mount, 
and Wingate Baptist.

On motion to adjourn the choir rendered a beautiful 
selection, concluding with a public collection, the amount 
being $1.15. Rev. R. C. MeVay announced the benediction. 


FRIDAY. 
Night Session. 


At 8:00 P. M. praise services were conducted by Rev. 
J. B. Bogan, selecting 448 C. M., and Rev. W. 8S. Springs 
read Scripture lesson the Ist Psalms, and Bro. B. Wallace 
and others offering prayers to God for the careless and un- 
concerned. The praise meeting was closed and after which 
Rev. L. W. Wolfe intered the pulpit with Rev. B. J. Black- 
mon selecting for choice 620 L. M., and Bro. J. 8. MeVay 
led in prayer; second hymn 411 sung to 8. M. Rev. Wolfe 
arose for the sermon in which he preached a soul-stirring 
one from the 3rd chapter of Mal., 2nd verse. Rev. Black- 
mon closed with a few remarks and turned to 664 L. M.

October the 26, 1912, at 9:30 A. M., Rev. P. H.\ Bailey. 
again uniting for praise meeting with Bro. J. S. MeVay 
turning to 448 C. M. Rev. Bailey read 1st to 15th verses 
of the 3rd chapter of Matt. Bro. W. M. Waddelle led in 
prayer, including Rey. E. C. Crowder, lastly Bro. J. S. Me- 
Vay, and the meeting was announced closed. 

’ Rev. S. W. Waddelle took his seat and called the house 
to order for business. 

First business. The approval of of yesterday’s proceed- 
ings, and when read, on motion to be received, carried. 

Absent churches again permitted to report. None pres- 
ent. A request from Piney Grove Baptist church asking 
for a donation on their church, and also Rev. E. C. Crowder 
asking the Association for himself sustenance for an educa- 
tion. On motion of Rev. J. D. Massey that the request of 
each of the parties to be accepted up to the present, car- 
ried, and also the Moderator requested of them that they 
would go before the Appropriation Committee with the re- 
quest, carried. 

- The Committee on Devotion was asked to make their 
report and submitted on motion to be received, carried. 

By motion that a recess of 10 minutes be taken, carried. 

And after recess the congregation re-assembled. Rev. 
R. C MeVay ascended the rostrum with Rev. E. C. Crowder 
selecting for choice No. 26 C. M.,Bro. J. A. Sanders offering 
prayer. Second hymn introduced No. 2, 7’s. 

Rev. MeVay took the stand for the 11 o’clock sermon, 
in which he preached a very interesting sermon from the 
19th chapter of the gospel according to St. Luke, part of 
the 30th verse, ‘‘Loose him, and bring hither.’’ 

Rev. E. C. Crowder closed with some timely remarks, 
and asked the congregation to sing hymn No.3 8. M. Bro. 
Samuel Bryce offered prayer. Closing hymn sung, ‘‘Who- 
soever will let him come,’’ when a public collection was 
raised, the amount being $4.00, and Rev. R. C. MeVay an- 
nounced the benediction.

On motion that Bro. J. C. Massey be the auditor for 
1913, carried. (Delegate to the State Baptist Convention 
by Rev. 8S. W. Waddelle.) 

On motion for a vote of thanks be returned unto Flag 
Branch Baptist Chureh and her surrounding people for 
her kind treatment and hospitality, and when earried, the 
Moderator had the whole assembly to rise to their feet. 

Motion to adjourn, and when the choir had furnished 
music, Rey. R. C. MeVay announeed the benediction. 


SUNDAY. 
Morning Session. 

The congregation reassembled at 9:30 A. M. Rey. A. 
Redfearn engaged in the praise renee by singinge No. 
46 C, M. Several prayers were made for the fallen race of 
mortality. Rev. Redfearn closed the praise meeting by 
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singing ‘‘Pass me not O gentle Savior.’’ After which the 
Moderator took his chair and called the house to order for 
business. 

First business: Reading of yesterday’s proceedings, 
and when read, on motion to be adopted, carried. 


Following the lecture made by Rev. J. F. Davis on 
Missions and Missionary Work. He urged the brethren to 
be more liberal to the support of the gospel and to send the 
gospel to the needy, and except we do these things we can- 
not be truly Missionary Baptists, for Christ said unto His 
followers: ‘‘Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature.’’ The question is, how can we go except 
that we are sent? Brethren, let us do more missionary 
work in this Association. May our hands and our hearts 
open to the blessed will of the Master. He furthermore, 
made mention of the great struggle of the Baptist State 
Convention urging the pastors of the different churches, the 
moderators of the associations and the presidents of the 
S. S. Convention to talk up the cause of missions to the peo- 
ple and teach them its worth. “Where shall I be when the 
first trumpet sounds?.’’? The speaker collected the amount 
ef $3.10. 

The Womans’ Home Mission Work was in session for 
one hour. Its collection amounted to $4.10.

This Convention shall be composed of regular 
Baptist Sunday Schools in the bounds of Lanes Creek As- 
sociation and full practice of the faith; also ministers be- 
elected anually by the Sunday Schools of this body. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Convention shall be Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Recording and Corresponding See- 
retaries, Treasurer, Auditor, and Board of Managers. No 
one shall be an officer of this Convention unless they be 
present at their election, 4 member in good standing in 
some Missionary Baptist Church. No one shall be delegat- 
ed to this Convention who is not a member of a Missionary 
Baptist Sunday School. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
at all meetings of the Convention, to decide points of order, 
and perform such other duties as usually belong to a pre- 
siding officer. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary 
of this Convention to record the proceedings of the Con- 
vention while in session and prepare intelligently for the 
press and perform all the duties that are required of a 
Secretary. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Sec- 
retary of this Convention to correspond with the Schools 
of this Convention, and report to the Convention. 

Art. 8. The Treasurer shall hold all monies belonging 
to this Convention, and shall give bond to the full security 
of the Conventional property in his hand. He shall pay all 
orders on the Treasurer, signed by the Chairman and See- 
retary of the Board of Managers. 

Art. 9. The Auditor shall before each annual meeting 
examine carefully the receipts, disbursements, vouchers, 
papers and books of the Treasurer, and his certificate to 
the facts in the case shall be attached to the Treasurer’s 
report. 

Art. 10. The Board-of Managers shall have full power 
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to carry out the objects of the Convention, dispel and em- 
ploy missionaries and appoint them their fields of labor, 
and arrange programme for the Convention; they shall fix 
the bond of the Treasurer and see that it is given. 

Art. 11. Each Sunday School belonging to the Conven- 
tion shall contribute annually to the same two cents per 
scholar and be allowed to represent by any number of mes- 
sengers not exceeding three; new schools may be represent- 
ed upon the same terms. 

Art. 12. This Constitution may be altered or amended 
by a voice of two-thirds of the members present at any 
annual meeting. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. The President shall take the chair each session at 
the hour appointed at the adjournment and open by sing- 
ing, reading and prayer, or call on some one. 

2. He shall preserve order and decide questions of or- 
der, subject to an appeal to the Convention by any member. 

3. He shall rise from his seat to put a question, but may 
state it sitting. He shall have the right to call any brother 
to perform the duties temporarily. 

4. The President shall vote only in ease of a tie, and 
if he refuses to vote in a tie the matter shall be decided in 
the negative. 

5. He shall not speak in debate while occupying the 
chair, but may eall another brother to the chair, and he shall 
then have the same right in debate as any other member. 

6. When any member wishes to speak or deliver any 
matter to the Convention, he shall shall first rise from his 
seat and address the chair. 

7. When two brothers rise at the same time the Presi- 
dent shall name the one to speak. 

8. No member shall speak twice on the same subject 
until all who wish to speak have spoken. 

9. Decency of speech shall be observed and personal 
reflections avoided. 

10. While the chair is putting a question or any brother 
speaking, no one shall be allowed to walk across the house 
or whisper or otherwise interrupt him. 

11. When a question is under debat,e no motion shall 
be received, except to adjourn, to lay on the table, to post- 
pone or amend. 

12. All committees shall be appointed in time to do 
their duty. 
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13. All committees shall be composed of three members, 
if not otherwise ordered. 

14. No standing rule shall be altered or amended ex- 
cept by a two-thirds vote of the Convention. 

15. The rules of decorum shall be read in the opening 
of each anual session of the Convention, and as many 
times during the session as may be deemed practicable. 

16. No one shall be allowed to intrude on the time by 
long debate in the Convention. 


PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Ladies and Gentlemen:—We greet you most happil upon 
the return of another Annual Sitting, being the twentietn 
session, and the eall together of the delegation of this 
noble and youthful Convention in its Annual Session is in- 
deed suggestive of many noble ideas. First as to the help 
and noble aim of the Convention itself, that it tu prepare 
the men and women and boys and girls coming into its 
fold for the duties and obligations of life. Yes, life; this 
is all of it, it is all that any man or woman has; it 1s all 
that God has really given any one. All else is as a garment 
thrown about it for comfort and for happiness, and he who 
does the most in a noble-hearted way in throwing this gar- 
ment of helpfulness upon the shoulders oi humanity does 
the most to please God. 

Second suggestion: That we must have 1ien as leaders 
who have ability to measure up with ail the aims and ob- 
jeets of the work before them. 

Third: The kind of men needed. Good men and hon. 
est men and men of business; truthful men and men that 
will keep the Golden Rule and do as they would be done 
by; men of virtue and the Christian religion, and who will 
not bring up excuses in the place of an honest discharge 
of duty. These men must keep the laws of the land and 
assist in building up moral, religious and industrial towns 
of the community where they live. The gathering of a 
Convention is like that of a State: The best are generally 
chosen, those who have done something at home. This 
This country is full of bold and active achievements for 
the good of the people that took their start in some annual 
gathering of the nation. Shall ours be an exception? No. 
But let our brothers and sisters and their children yet un- 
born praise us and shout aloud for‘joy in honor of the 
work done in these annual gatherings of the Convention. 
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Shall they do it? And will God be pleased with our work? 
If so, it will stand, if not it will topple and fall. How 
awful- 

We are living in a very great time. Kings and people 
desired it long, but did without the sight. Differences be- 
ween the nations to the exend of war and bloodshed will 
soon b ea hing of he past. So mighty are these motive 
powers in the hand of God for good. Several weeks are no 
longer necessary for the news of bleeding Boston to reach 
he City of Charlotte. But the touching of a wire or the 
speaking of a “phone suffice it. The three thousand miles 
spread of the mighty Atlantic, once considered a den of 
demons or a bottomless hell, has in these days of Christian 
sobriety, thought and progress become a highway of only a 
few days’ travel of profoundest pleasure unmolested by 
fear. 

Do you see the great mission of the Convention, with the 
Church of Christ in the lead. But suppose we stop nearer 
home and eall your attention to the united efforts and at- 
tainments of men of thought.

Probably we have done well in obtaining the services 
of Sister Rosa Jones as treasurer, and would be pleased to 
have her services continued, but we have made a serious 
mistake in that we have allowed the treasurer to go un- 
bonded. We shall be sorry for this some day, for we have 
no more right to require a bond of any other person who 
may chance to come to that office than we did of her. So 
you see we are near an awful tear up. 

To bring about the best results for success confidence 
in each other and especially of its leaders. I am afraid as 
a whole we lack confidence, which may tell its awful story 
some day. But we hope and pray for the best. 
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In closing this address allow me to again to thank you 
for the confidence you have for six years confided in me as 
President, but I think this is my last round. Having made 
my resignation to the work, I hope it will be accepted.
